mid neighboring 

businesses along 

Foothill Boulevard sit 
the troubled Hanover and Village 
Grove shopping centers in 
Upland. 

Efforts to remodel the aging 
centers have been proposed 
during the past year, but 
disagreements between both 
developers have stalled any 
plans. Individual stores continue 
to operate within the centers, 
but without the help of anchor or 
major stores to attract business. 

Although the two centers are 
located in the area between Alta 
and Grove avenues, most 
consider Hanover’s and the 
Village Center as one facility, 
according to Planning Director 
Bill Young. 

“The city doesn’t keep 
vacancy rates involving its 
shopping centers, but | would 
guess that Hanover’s center is 
about 50 percent vacant. | really 
don’t know,” he said. 

The Village Grove center once 
housed Zody’s and Chuck E. 
Cheese’s Pizza Time Theater. 
Both closed last year, leaving 
the center a virtual ghost town, 
in the words of its owners. 

Planners can only speculate 
why hard times have struck the 
two centers. Young said visibility 
and the lack of major anchor 
stores probably are the biggest 


factors in the centers’ downfalls. 

Competition probably played a 
role, too, according to Jim 
Daniels, associate planner. 

Zody’s location, near a Gemco 
department store, probably 
added a competitive factor the 
store couldn’t match, he said. 
Hanover’s dire 

need to remodel 
the 25-year-old 
center could 
play a role in the 
center’s 
difficulties, 
Daniels said. 
The city 
regulates 
specific 
building, zoning 
and sign 
ordinances, but 
decisions about 
design and 
building 
placement are 
left to 
developers, Young said. 

“The city is not in the 
business of openly promoting 
centers in hopes of filling 
vacancies. We do work with the 
Upland Chamber of Commerce, 
though, about improving the 
commercial situation in the 
city,” Young said. 

The chamber has sent letters 
to various businesses, trying to 
interest them in locating in 


either center. Some have shown 
an interest but before any plans 
can be made both developers 
will have to settle questions 
concerning access to the 
properties, according to Tony 
Malone, chamber executive 
director. 


The chamber hasn't given up 
on trying to attract business to 


‘the centers, however, Malone 


said. 

“Upland doesn’t have a 
shopping center problem. The 
Hanover and Village Grove 
centers are isolated cases,” 
Malone said. 

Shopping centers are keys to 
the economic vitality of Upland, 
which by choice has opted to be 


a ‘‘bedroom community” instead 
of an industrial center, he said. 
Bedroom communities 
constitute areas where people 
live, but a number commute 
neighboring cities to work. 
Young said the city has 
neighborhood centers designed 
to provide 
convenient 
services to 
residents within 
a one-mile 
radius. Upland 
also has 
community 
centers, which 
serve the needs 
of residents 
within a five- 
mile radius, and 
regional 
centers, serving 
people within a 
15-mile radius. 
An exact 
number of 


shopping centers within the city 
is hard to determine, planners 
said, but Upland’s center index 
lists 48. Fourteen commercial 
facilities, including Hanover’s 
Ranch Market, are designated 
Separately. The facilities, 
however, are included in the 48 
centers. 

Daniels said despite vacancy 
troubles at some Upland centers, 
the city continues to authorize 


the construction of new ones. 

Another shopping center is 
proposed across the street from 
Hanover’s and the Village Grove 
centers. 

Lacking industry, Upland 
relies heavily upon its two 
commercial cores located along 
Foothill Boulevard and Mountain 
Avenue, the planning director 
said. 

“Upland does have a deficit in 
its commercial base,’ Young 
said. ‘‘The city doesn’t have 
enough commercial activities to 
serve an ultimate population of 
65,000 to 70,000 people, or to 
establish a stable commercial 
base.” 

The 5.1-acre parcel where 
Hanover’s Market center is 
located could accommodate a 
regional or ‘‘super’” store if it 
were remodeled and the proper 
tenants found, he said. 

“4 see so much potential there 
I’m just surprised nothing has 


happened,” he said. 

Bradford Carson Properties 
owns the Hanover Market site, 
according to Scott Bell of 
Interstate Consolidation 
Industries, a center developer 
who has worked on other 
projects with Bradford. 

Bradford owns the property 
but Interstate Consolidation has 
worked on the project. 


“It’s a simple case of 
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neighbors who won’t cooperate 
with us,” Bell said. 

Bradford had planned to 
remodel the entire center, but 
conflicts with the owners of the 
Village Grove center, have left 
the project in limbo, he said. 

Joan Archambault, 
Massachusetts Mutual Realty 
Investors, said her company 
continually is negotiating with 
new tenants but no plans for the 
Village Center have been made. 
Massachusetts Mutual is 
managing the Village Center 
property. 

The Upland Planning 
Commission postponed 
consideration of renovation 
plans for the Hanover’s center in 
May because both developers 
had not signed a necessary 
agreement allowing mutual use 
of an entry way and parking 
spaces at both centers. 

In the meantime, empty 
storefronts continue to dot both 
centers at the city’s western 
boundary. U)

Upland instructor D’Anna 
Rodriguez is giving students 
of stained glass art an 
opportunity to expand their 
skills in two new recreation 
classes.

Upland officials haven't 
decided what they would do with 
the money yet, but they will 
apply for a $350,000 share of $18 
million in federal Community 
Development Block Grant money 
the county will distribute this 
year. 


The federal program is 
administered by San Bernardino 
County, and Upland officials will 
be preparing their formal 
proposal next month in hopes of 
receiving about $350,000, the 
amount the city has received in 
past years. 


Previously, grant money has 
been used for Memorial Park 
improvements, sewer 
installations and street paving in 
Upland’s southeast quadrant. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
last week the exact project 


proposal Upland will submit this 
year has not yet been 
determined. 

“1 can only say it sounds 
logical to me for the city to 
continue to participate,” he said. 
“The program helps the 
community and is directed to 
impacted areas.”’ 


San Bernardino County will be 
administering the three-year 
program. The program involves 
unincorporated portions of the 
county and specific cooperating 
cities. Upland is included. 


Deadline for submitting 
project proposals is March 1 
with project funding begining in 
July. 

According to a county Office 
of Community Development 
notice, all projects must 
principally benefit ‘‘low- and 
moderate-income persons, 
eliminating slums and blight or

Mrs. Schrader said the best way to solve a salty stew 
situation is to simply add a potato.

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Millions of pounds of the trademarked 
products Cheetos, Doritos, and Tostitos are 
annually manufactured at the Frito-Lay plant 
in Rancho Cucamonga. 

The plant on Archibald Avenue rumbles 
day and night. Conveyor belts move corn 
through a maze of machinery and bins. 
Carried through an intricate process with 
determined precision, corn is transformed 
into salty snacks which rhythmically fall 
from machine to bag. Workers pack bagged 
snacks into boxes at an automated pace. 
The Rancho Cucamonga plant is one of four 
Frito-Lay plants in California and one of 40 
in the country, according to plant manager, 
Carroll V. Stein. It is the largest of Frito- 
Lay’s corn product plants and makes more 
Doritos than any other plant in the country. 

It also services the biggest sales 
division, enveloping Southern California, as 
well as Nevada, Arizona, and parts of Utah. 
Between 150,000 and 200,000 cases are 
trucked from the plant weekly. The snacks 





will end up in the hands of sales people co 
within three days after they are made, Stein are 
said. 

One of the first large industries to come Ou 
to Rancho Cucamonga, the plant has gone ge 
through three expansions since it opened in co 
1970, Stein said. A multi-million dollar 
modernization program is planned for the its 
spring. bri 

There are stories of how workers used to he 
have to chase sheep from the loading dock Cc 
when the plant opened, Stein said. However, ex 
today the sheep stay on the other side of Er 
Archibald Avenue. é 

The work force of 400 that keep the plant eq 
humming through three shifts are ca 
encouraged to taste the snacks as they pr 
work, Stein said. Nevertheless, Frito-Lay sc 
employees are not more overweight than the cc 
general public, he insisted. 

Employee Susan Peterman of Rancho Fr 
Cucamonga said she likes the corn snacks, W 
with the exception of Doritos. But even pl 
those she will eat when hungry enough, she St 
said. oe 

“It's different,’ she said about her job th 
loading bagged snacks into boxes from 7 ce 


a.m. to 3 p.m. “It’s fast and it’s challenging.” 
Frito-Lay, which merged with the Pepsi- 
Cola Company in 1965 to form Pepsico, is 
the Number-one producer of snack foods, 
according to Stein. The company must 
constantly come up with new products to 
beat the competition, he added. 
“It’s a very competitive business,” he

companies. ‘“‘However, even regional ones 
are pretty sharp,” he said. 

Stein said that whenever Frito-Lay comes 
out with a new product, the competitors 
generally come up with something to 
counter it. 

Likewise, Frito-Lay keeps a close eye on 
its competitors, he added. The company 
brings in competitors’ products for tasting, 
he said. 

Competition in the snack food industry 
extends to the manufacturing process. 
Engineers at Frito-Lay headquarters in 
Dallas design a lot of the company’s own 
equipment, Stein said. So the company is 
careful to prevent outsiders from 
photographing certain pieces of machinery 
so that they cannot be easily imititated by 
competitors. 

Despite its concern over trade secrets, 
Frito-Lay does open its doors to tours on 
Wednesdays. Most people who tour the 
plant are ‘‘little kiddies with the teachers,” 
Stein said. Because of increasing numbers, 
“it’s getting a little hectic,’ he said, and 
there are plans to schedule tours only at 
certain times on Wednesday mornings. U1 
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Between 150,000 and 200,000 
cases of Frito-Lay snacks are 
trucked out of the plant weekly. A

A 22-cent commemorative 
stamp honoring composer 
Jerome Kern was issued by the 
U.S. Postal Service on Jan. 23 in 
New York City. The new first- 
class postage rate of 22 cents 
will become effective Feb. 17. 

The stamp, the eighth in the 
Performing Arts Series, was 
issued in conjunction with the 
100th anniversary of the birth of 
Kern, who earned a reputation as 
the “King of the American 
Musical Stage.” Prior to his 
death in 1945, Kern composed 
more than 1,000 songs and 108 
complete theatrical scores. He 
also earned two Academy 
Awards for his music. 

The two Academy Awards 
were for “‘The Way You Look 
Tonight” and ‘The Last Time | 
Saw Paris.” Other popular songs 
of his most will recall include 
“Lovely to Look At,” “Smoke 
Gets in Your Eyes,” “All the 
Things You Are,” “‘Look for the 
Silver Lining,” “| Won’t Dance” 
and ‘Pick Yourself Up.” 

The pinnacle of his Broadway 
career was reached in 1927 with 
the production of “Show Boat,” 
which included such longtime 
favorites as “Bill,” “Can’t Help 
Lovin’ Dat Man,” ‘“‘Make 
Believe,” “Why Do! Love You?” 
and “‘Ol’ Man River.’’ Other 
memorable Broadway shows 
featuring Kern scores were 
“Sally,” “Sunny,” “Roberts,” 
“Music in the Air’ and “The Cat 
and the Fiddle.” 

The vertically oriented stamp 
was designed by Jim Sharpe and 
features the composer making 
notations on a music score while 
seated at the piano. “JEROME 
KERN” appears above, in black 
type, while a single line of red 
type below the design reads 
“Performing Arts USA.” A large 
“22” (no cent symbol) appears in 
black in the lower right corner. 

Standard procedures for 
ordering first-day cancellations 
will be in effect. 

Those purchasing the stamps 
at local post offices should affix 
them to addressed envelopes 
and forward to: Customer- 
Affixed Envelopes, Jerome Kern 
Stamp, Postmaster, New York, 
NY 10001-9991. No remittance is 
required. (A filler of postal card 
thickness should be inserted in 
each cover to help postal 
employees to strike a clear 
cancellation.) 

Those asking the USPS to 
provide the stamps should send 
self-addressed envelopes, plus 
22 cents for each stamp to be 
affixed, to: Jerome Kern Stamp, 
Postmaster, New York, NY 
10001-9992. (Send fund in check 
form only — money order or 
personal check.) 

Either way, all orders for first- 
day cancellations must be 
postmarked no later than Feb. 
22.

Q. It seems like our 6-year-old 
Sheltie is always constipated. Is 
there anything we can give our 
dog to relieve the constipation? 

A. The word “constipation” 
denotes difficult and infrequent 
passage of feces. With 
constipation there usually is a 
collection of hard fecal material 
in the rectum and colon. 

Constipatiamdoes not occur 
very often in gmeperly fed, 
healthy dogs. Most normal, 


mature dogs one or two 
. bowel movem@ats each day. 


- However, as 


ih humans, there 
is a great de variation seen 
among cae ier 
frequency. Onéeday without a 
defecation is m@t a major crisis 
in most dogs##* 

The cause of most bouts of 
constipation is related to diet. 
insufficient bulk in the diet; 
eating foreign materials such as 
bones, hair, wood, etc., which 
can compact in the intestines; 
lack of exercise, and 
overfeeding, especially in older, 
lethargic dogs, all can contribute 
to constipation. 

Although most constipation 
problems are related to diet, 
many non-diet problems 
secondarily cause constipation. 
Examples of these are enlarged 
prostate glands, rectal and 
colonic cancers, anal gland 
abscess, pelvic fractures, hernia 
and paralysis due to spinal cord 
or back injuries. 

Straining due to other causes 
may lead an owner to an 
erroneous conclusion that the 
dog is constipated. Bladder 
infections and other urinary tract 
infections or intestinal 
inflammation due to infection 
often will precipitate straining 
that is similar to that seen in 
constipated dogs. 

Straining in long-haired dogs 
frequently is associated with 
hair matted over the anal 
opening. Hair can become 
tangled or clogged with remains 
from previous bowel movements 
that have hardened into amass, 
sealing the anus so tightly that a 
bowel movement is impossible. 
Dogs with this problem often cry 
out while straining and lick or 
bite their tail area to try to gain 
relief. 

This problem is easily avoided 
if the hair is kept trimmed away 
from the anal opening. The anal 
area of all long-haired dogs 
frequently should be examined 
and cleaned so that matted hair 
and fecal material do not 
become a problem. 

Truly constipated dogs should 
be examined by a veterinarian. 
Following examination your 
veterinarian may suggest a 
dietary change and a program of 
regular exercise. 

Owners should not attempt to 
give their dogs enemas or oral 
treatments for constipation 
without the advice of their 
veterinarian

General contractor can 
save time, headaches

Q. We are planning an 
addition to our home. We 
would like some information 
on how to get a reliable 
contractor to do this work. 
There are several that work in 
our area, but so far we have 
not been able to get anyone 
to recommend one of them to 
do the job. 

Could you send us 
guidelines on what to require 
for work completion, paying 
subcontractors, etc.? We 
would like to pay as the work 
is done and not be stuck with 
a job half finished or 
subcontractors not paid, etc. 

Any assistance you might 
give us would be greatly 
appreciated. — J.D.B. 

A. The advantage of a 
general contractor is that this 
businessman gives you a 
package deal. You have only 


be able to handle your work 
more efficiently than you 
could do it yourself. 

Your contract with the 
general contractor should 
specify the payment 
agreement, the timetable and 
should absolve you from any 
responsibility to 
subcontractors. 

In the selection of a general 
contractor the Federal Trade 
Commission recommends 
these six precautions: 

1. On any major 
improvements, always get at 
least two competitive 
estimates or bids, preferably 
three. Just taking enough 
time to do this may thwart a 
high-pressure man. A 
reputable contractor will 
expect competition. 

2. Ask for names of 
customers and go see them. 
Find out whether their 
dealings with the contractor 
were satisfactory and look 


from temporary locations 
such as hotel rooms. 

4. Find out as much as you 
can about the man’s 
reputation before signing 
anything. Ask about him at 
your local Better Business 
Bureau, the Chamber of 
Commerce or your bank, or 
check with knowledgeable 
friends. 

5. If any guarantee is 
involved, make sure you know 
just what is guaranteed, what 
strings are attached, who will 
make good. Remember that 
verbal assurances aren't 
enforceable. Get it in writing. 

6. Be skeptical of unusual 
batgains. There are legitimate 
bargains, and you can save by 
taking advantage of 
competition. But a fantastic 
bargain may be bait for a trap.

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Some in church put personal 
salvation vs. social involvement

An agonizing question that 
cuts across the center of the 
Protestant Church is not new. It 
has had many names but today it 
is called personal salvation vs. 
social involvements. 

Those who have been 
“zapped” by Jesus and are very 
deeply into the Pentecostal, 
charismatic or tongues 
movement are for the most part 
set against those who believe in 
performing good works for 
others and are more inclined to 
be found in the mainline 
churches. 

Fritz LeRoque, a hardworking 
insurance salesman and 
dedicated Christian layman, is a 
member of Hacienda Heights 
United Methodist Church in 
California, As a layman, he has 
been responsible for putting 
together, nurturing, sponsoring 


and sending to 27 different 
countries some 60 youth work 
teams.
